According 
to a Times despatch from Tokio, quot- 
ing the Vladivostok correspondent of 
the Asahi, the new government

ment includes the liberation of Siberia 
from the Bolshevik!; the avoidance, 
if possible, of foreign 
intervention;

Impossible to Come to Any 


Decision Owing to Rapi-

• WASHINGTON, July 10.—The gov- 


•-•• eminent .regards the situation .in Rus- 


sia as so rapidly and constantly 
changing as to make it impossible to 
come as yet to any decision as to what 
military aid may be extended by the 
United States. This was stated au- 
thorita.tively today. 


All of the plans so far submitted, 


which involve military 
action, 
the 


United States government feels, in- 
volve at the same time a weakening of 
the western front. It is the decision 
of the government that nothing must 
be permitted to detract from the mili- 
tary strength in France and Belgium.

tion continues to be so kaleidoscopic, 
It is stated, no announcement o£ pol- 
icy is possible.

PRICE OF COAL 


General Increase Here of 55 


Cents Per Ton Went Into 


Effect Today 


Increased Cost of Transporta- 


N tion Given as Reason for 


Boosting the Price . 


A general increase of 55 cents per 


ton in the price of coal went into ef- 
fect in Lowell today as a result of 
the increased cost of freight transpor- 
tation. The increases were announced 
by the Lowell fuel committee as fol- 
lows: 


Broken and egg coal, $10.90; stove 


coal, $11.10; chestnut. No. 1 nut, $11.20; 
pea coal, No. 2 nut, $9.75; Franklin 
broken and .egg coal. $11.30; Franklin 
stove and chestnut, $11.65; white ash 
broken and egg, $11.10; white ash stove 
and chestnut, $11.30. 


On the first of April there was the 


usual spring- reduction in the price of 
coal of 80 cents a ton. but this did 
not have any bearing on the local 
prices as it was offset by an increase j 
of 15 cents per ton due to freight | 
rates and 17 cents per ton due to the 
increased cost of labor. 


It is stated by local dealers that eve 


with the increase which went into ef 
feet today, local consumers are get 
ting their coal for less money tha 
people of Lawrence, Haverhill and sur 
rounding towns. 


Unless a person actually has his coa 


in the cellar at the present time, h 
will be affected by the new schedul 
even though he may have ordered hi 
coal months ago. because it was th 
understanding1 when orders were bein; 
taken that the consumer should pay 
the price current at the time of deliv 
ery.

Britrsh Advance in Flanders 


The only infantry operation within

The 1916 figure was $95,040.30. 
No Income Tax 


In the year 1917 persons who wen* 


receiving- pensions from the govern- 
ment, local or otherwise, were 
re- 


quired to make returns of the same to 
the income tax commissioners and nay 
an income tax. However, chapter 29 ot 
the resolves of 191S, approved by Gov. 
McCall. provides that all income taxes 
heretofore levied upon any annuity 
pensions of retiring allowances 
be- 


cause of service in police or fire d4- 
partments shall be refunded or rebat- 
ed upon application to the tax com- 
missioner on or before Dec. 31. 191S.

ihevik activities on the part of the 
Rumanian deputies several of these 
jfficials were arrested at Odessa, fol- 
owing the invasion of Bessarabia by 
Rumanian troops.

o exile to Sebast'opol and were placed 
on hoard of a ship to be deported.

again.

vere deported he would share their 
ate. 
A special steamer conveyed the 


eputies and Col- Boyle to Sebastopol, 
vhere, after a stay of several days, 
uring which the party suffered many 
.ardships, Col. Boyle finally convinced 
he Russians that the Rumanians were 
nnocent and all were released.

Endicott Ends Walk-out of 


Weavers in Three Law- 
rence Milk 


Premium System Abolished 


—Increase in. Wages of 
50 Per Cent. 


LAWRENCE, July 10.—A wage in- 


crease of 60 per cent was granted the 
1SOO striking weavers of the mills of 
the American Woolen company here 
in an award announced last night by 
Henry B. Endicott of the state com- 
mittee of public safety, who was ask- 
ed by Secretary of War Baker to 
settle the .controversy. The award 
also abolishes the premium 
system, 


which was opposed by the union oper- 
atives. 


There will be no strikes or lockouts 


while the war lasts and the weavers 
returned to their 
looms today,

cording to the agreement. The manu- 
facturers and a committee of strikers 
were in conference with Mr. .Endicott 
five hours. 


The weavers struck for an increase 


of 55 per cent in pay and the abolish- 
ment of the premium 
system.

65 par cent -in pay would bring their 
wagea on an equality with those paid 
in other mills In the city. • 
Because of the strike, the manufac- 
ture of 1,500,000 yards of^army cloth 
has been delayed. The weavers are 
employed In the Wood, Washington 
and Ayer mills.

the United States 
by self-imposed 


food restrictions have aided greatly in 
maintaining the food Supplies of the 
European allies. 
Sir William A. M. 


Goode, liason officer of the food min- 
istry with the American food admin- 
istration, gave striking figures show- 
ing the extent of American self-sacri- 
fice in an address today before the 
consumers' council. 
From July 1917 to April 1918, the 
United States exported to the 
allies 


80,000,000 bushels of wheat '. products, 
he said. 
It was calculated by Her- 
bert Hover, American food 
adminis- 
trator, that 50,000,'DOO bushels repre- 
sented the voluntary sacrifice of the 


"American people. 
American exports of pork products 


to the allies in March, 
1918, 
were 


808,000.000 pounds. 
This was accom- 
plished by porkless days and cease- 
less hog production in the United 
States. 
In. January, the 
allies 
asked Mr. 


Hoover for 70,000,000 pounds of frozen 
beef monthly for three months. 
In 


March 86,000.000 pounds of frozen beef 
were shipped. 
This was due almost 


wholly to meatless days in the Unit- 
ed States.

KUEHLMANNOUT 


Kaiser Drops Minister Who 


Said Germany Couldn't 
Win the War 


Hintze, Plotter Against U. S. 


at Manila and in Mexico, 


. as Successor 


COPENHAGEN, July 10.—Emperor 


William has consented to the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann, 
the German foreign 
secretary, 
the 


Wolff News Bureau of Berlin says it 
ii reliably reported. 


PARIS. July 10.—The German em- 


peror has accepted the resignation of 
Foreign Secretary von Kuehlmann, ac- 
cording to a Basel dispatch to the 
Havas Agency. 


It is expected that Admiral von 


Hintze, the German minister at Nor- 
way and formerly minister to Mexico, 
will succeed him. 


Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann became 


foreign minister on Aug. 6, 1917, suc- 
ceeding Dr. Alfred F. MT Zimmerman. 
whose retirement closely followed the 
exposure of his plot to involve the 
United States in war with Mexico and 
Japan in the event that this country 
showed any inclination to join 
the 


entente allies. 


Dr. von Kuehlmann's conduct of the 


foreign office appeared to 
be 
more 
than usually successful until June 25 
last, when he appeared 
before 
the 
reichstag to discuss the political as- 
pects of the situation facing Germany. 
During his address he said: 


"In view of the magnitude of this 


war and the number of powers, in- 
cluding those from overseas, that are 
engaged, its end can hardly be expect- 
ed through purely military decisions 
alone and without recourse to diplo- 
matic negotiations."" 
This statement, which flatly contra- 


dicted speeches by the German emper- 
or, who but a short time before had 
referred to peace being won by "the 
strong German sword," was received 
with consternation in the 
reichstag 


and with sharp criticism by the coun- 
try.It was later reported that Dr. von 
Kuehlmann's words had been approv- 
ed by Gen. Ludendorff, the 
German 


commander on the western front. This 
brought to notice rumors of friction 
between Ludendorff and the German 
crown prince and 
his 
coterie, who 


comprise the radical Pan-German «!•-1 
mentt In official clrclei. 
Soon after the address In the reich- 
stag It became 
common 
knowledge 
that Dr. von Kuehlmann's retirement 
from 
office 
would 
be 
forthcoming. 
Some reports were to the effect that 
his address wag intended to inform 
the 
German 
people 
that 
their 
armies could not win the war and was 
delivered with the cognizance of the 
emperor, who, when he saw what a 
storm had, been stirred up, resolved to 
make von Kuehlmann the scapegoat. 


Admiral Paul von Hintze first came 


into international prominence in 1898 
when- he took part in the German at- 
tempt to interfere with Admiral Dew- 
ey's blockade and attack on Manila, In 
the war with Spain. 
In 1910 as a. captain he was made 
military attache to the German em- 
bassy at St. Petersburg. In January. 
1911, he was appointed 
minister 
to 


Mexico. 
When the correspondence of Capt. 


Franz von Papen, former German mil 
itary attache at 
Washington, 'Was 


seized early in 1916, it was revealed 
that Admiral von Hintze, who contin- 
ued as minister to Mexico up to 1914. 
favored international intervention in 
that country, and that Capt. Karl Boy- 
Ed, former German naval attache at 
Washington, wrote to von Papen op- 
posing von Hintze's view and strongly 
defending Huerta. 
Admiral von Hintze is said to have 
been a close personal friend of the 
kaiser and ex-Czar 
Nicholas for a 


number of years. 
PREPARING TO 


BUILD FISHWAYS 


Allan A. David, deputy 
fish 
and 


game commissioner of Massachusetts, 
Engineer Arthur T. Safford and Wil- 
liam E. Badger of the Locks and Can- 
als, and Samuel McCord of the Lowell 
waterways commission, visited Paw- 
tucket dam yesterday for the purpose 
of drawing plans for a flshway as re- 
quired by a recent law, and for which 
the state has provided. 


Mr. David has devised a certain type 


of fishway which has been used suc- 
cessfully along the Taunton river and 
he states that the same system may 
be employed on the Merrimack river. 


The fishways, which are to be con- 


structed at Lawrence and Lowell will 
together cost $15,000. In Lowell it will 
be necessary to construct the flshway 
of concrete, owing to the high pres- 
sure of'•'the water.' 
The David type of fishway has been 
a decided success everywhere it has 
been installed; the fish have been nu- 
merous, and it has proved its worth in 
every case. Mr. David stated that the 
Massachusetts fish ajid game commis- 
sion will do all in its power to assist 
in constructing the fishways.

head-on collision yesterday between 
two passenger trains on the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga & St. Louis rail- 
way at Dutchman's Bend, five miles 
from this city.

Most of the killed and injured were 


on a local train from Nashville, which 
carried several coaches full of work- 
men going to a nearby powder plant, 
The other train was an express from 
Memphig and the west, and, after the 
two engines had reared and fallen 
beside the track, the heavy coaches 
of the express plowed through the 
baggage car on the 
accommodation 


train and demolished two other coach- 
es.Many of the dead were killed al- 
most Instantly, but others were pinned 
beneath the wreckage, and could not 
be removed before 
they succumbed. 


Doctors and nurses were rushed to 
the scene from Nashville and . assist- 
ed in rescuing injured as well as car- 
ing for them. 


The work 
of clearing away 
the 


wreckage is proceeding slowly, and it 
is believed that some dead bodies are 
still .buried in the debris. 


The injured, some of whom are

followed the offensive. 


"It is still more slanderous to in- 


volve her honor as a woman with im- 
perial statesmanship and the imperial 
house. 
The empress, whose sensi- 


tiveness is well known, suffered not a 
little under the imputations, which 
have driven her to a side bed. 


"The slander is more painful, as il 


even assailed 
the 
wedded fidelity 


which so . distinguished the conduct 
of the imperial couple, while the non- 
existent correspondence which 
was 


said to contain utterances of the em- 
press regarding peace is reported to 
be the first cause of the difference 
)v;t\veen the emperor and empress."

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THE ARMY OF THE REAR 


From all sources come glo\ying ac- 


counts of the valor, tho dash and en- 
thusiasm of our boys on the western 
battlefront. Thus far they have made 
a splendid impression with the allied 
armies and they have even impressed 
the 
Germans by their redoubtable 


courasa and fighting qualities to tho 
extent that, so far as we can Judge, 
only the picked shock troops of Ger- 
many will dare confront the Ameri- 
cans, and wherever ihese have offered 
combat they have been smashed, rout- 
ed-and taken prisoners or slaughtered. 
Is not this a source of pride to all 
patriotic Americans? 


When our sons and brothers are face 


to face with the ruthless Huns, and 
able to defeat them in every battle, is 
it not an inspiration to those who re- 
main at home—the Army of the Rear, 
so to speak—to make greal£r_sacriflces 
in order to assist our lighting forces 
at the front to do their most effective 
work? 


We have accomplished a great deal 


in a little over a single year; we have 
helped to defeat the submarine men- 
ace and we have placed 
a million 


fighting men in France; 
but where 


England has 7,000,000 under arms, our 
army over "there must seem rather 
small; but that is only the first in- 
stalment of an army of 
3,000,000 or 


5,000,000, if necessary. 


The government here strained every 


effort thus far in expediting the work 
of training soldiers and sending them 
across; but do not imagine that this 
work is to be discontinued. 


Camp Devens on Sunday was prac- 


tically empty with the exception of 
some scattered companies. 
In the 


past week or two the trained troops 
had been taken off for somewhere—we 
know not -where—but it is .a good 
guess they are not going to the north 
pole nor to Africa; and it is an enually 
good guess that their final destination 
is France. What is true of this camp 
is probably true of all the others- 
depleted of trained men. 


We shall soon have 1,600,000 men 
^ 


under arms at the front, and before 
the end of the present year the num- 
ber is likely to be 2,000,000. 


Let it be understood by the people 


at home—the civilian Army 
of the 


.Bear—that it .is a very difficult task to 
provide ample ammunition and com- 
plete equipment. Let it be understood 
that even at the present time our 
troops on the western front are short 
of machine 
gun ammunition. That 


being so, what will be the situation 
three or six months hence if they iiave 
to be in active service on the firing 
line all the time? 


When our men are short of ammuni- 


tion they cannot risk any serious en- 
gagement with the enemy. Although 
they may have the courage, the skill 


- and the opportunity to rout the enemy, 


without an adequate supply of ammu- 
nition they are helpless. 


Here then is the situation: The 


men at the front are making noble 
sacrifices and reflecting glory on their 
country, but there are so many slack- 
ers in the Army of the Rear that the 
equipment necessary is riot forth- 
coming. Yet we have barely begun 
to feel the effects and inconveniences 
of war. Are we thus doing justice to 
our young men in the battle line? Are 
we not imperilling their lives and even 
the cause for which we entered the 
•war? 


There has hardly been a week since 


we entered the war in which there has 
not been one, or we might say many, 
strikes to hold up the production of 
ammunition and other necessary ma- 
terial in various parts of this country. 


The government has outlined a pol- 


icy of "Work or Fight," under which 
this state of affairs will be to a great 
eStent remedied; but 
even without 


government intervention, patriotic cit- 
izens will avoid the danger of precip- 
itating strikes in any of the war work 
industries. Let it be remembered that 
we are at war, that we are engaged 
in the most desperate war of all his- 
tory and that only heroic effort not 
only by the army at the front but also 
by the Army of the Rear, can bring 
final success. 


Nor should we forget that not only 


is the support of our ov.-n army de- 
pendent upon our civilian 
army of 


workers, but to a great extent that of 
our allies—France, England and Italy 
—now doing such splendid work in 
beating bade the Huns. We must 
share our food supply with these na- 
tions or else they will not be able to 
maintain a victorious battle with the 
Infuriate Teutons. 


Tho ordinary causes of labor trou- 


bles and

tory by service and sacrifice and may 
lose it by interrupting war work and 
delaying the necessary operations of 
war. 


WAR OUTLOOK IMPROVES 


It is gratifying to-find that the war 


situation as regards the allied inter- 
ests is much improved so far as can 
be judged at this distance. The series 
of counter blows administered within 
the past three weeks must have had a 
depressing, effect on the Teutons. 
On 


the 
western 
front 
many 
strategic 


points have been retaken with the re- 
sult that the whole. line 
has 
been 


greatly strengthened. 
These counter 


blows have apparently so disconcerted 
the Germans that tire drive which was 
expected, 
may not be forthcoming. 


Indeed it is quite probable that Ger- 
many 
will 
never be able to make 


another successful drive against the 
Allies. 


The Americans have had a good 


share of the minor victories and it was 
expected that the threatened 
drive 


would have been directed against their 
line. 
Now. however, it appears that 


General Foch is going to launch 
a 


drive against the Teutons on a large 
scale while they are waiting to get 
ready or else trying to decide where 
they can strike with the greatest hope 
of success. 


It is now expected, that the counter 


drive by the Allies 'will break up the 
German arrangements 
and prevent 


any effective drive. That will be a 
masterly stroke. 


On the Italian front, the Austrians 


have been steadily retreating with 
slight chance of recovery. 
If 
an 


American army enters Italy, it can 
easily get into Austria and if large 
enough proceed to Vienna. 
Such a 


step may be the first towards a term- 
ination of the struggle. 


Austria can have reasonable terms 


any time she sees fit to quit the war 
and end her subserviency to Germany. 


It appears that Germany is trying to 


consolidate her gains in the east, lest 
she should lose her foothold. This 


explain why the proposed drive 


as been delayed. She is bringing the 
'inns to the western front, but it is 
ot expected they can do much to 
hange the situation. 
The next few months bid fair to 
onvince Germany that her defeat is 
nevitable and that the longer it is 
eiayed. the worse will be the final 
eckoning for the Central Powers. 


COAL RATION 


The fuel ration to be put into effect 


lext winter was rather unexpected. It 
vill prevent hoarding by some'to the 
njury of all. 


It should be understood, 
however, 


hat it will require just as much coal 
o keep us warm next winter as last— 
f the weather be as cold. 


With the increased 
transportation 


acilities, the absence of strikes and 
he lessons of last fall before us, it is 
o be hoped the output will be much 
greater and the deliveries proportion- 
ately increased. 


Commissioner Garfield has an op-

hut-down of last year by getting the 
domestic supply distributed before the 
:old weather.

Nothing ex- 
cept the highest professional and tech- 
nical skill, unremitting attention to the 
minute details of fleet control and ship 
management, could have protected the 
vessels in which our men have crossed 
from the normal hazards of the deep 
and the attacks of enemy submarines. 
To the heavy responsibility that rests 
on the captain of a liner sailing alone 
has been added, for the transport com- 
manders, the necessity for 
observing 


strictly the rigid orders of the com- 
mander-in-chief. The skippers have 
been obliged to obey new and irksome 
regulations, to maiatain_sp.eeds fixed 
for them by others, and to adjust them- 
selves to the requirements of a great 
machine. They have done these things, 
and other things, with marvelous suc- 
cess, and the accomplishment of their 
duty must not pass unnoted. 


The naval protection of the transport 


service can never be overpraised. The 
various units that have co-operated in 
this tremendous work have revealed an 
adaptability and a 
capacity for co- 


operation that was scarcely suspected 
even in sailor men, the most adaptable 
and resourceful of human beings. The 
chances of misunderstandings 
have 


been many, the possibility of misinter- 
preting orders ever present. 
Disaster 


has been avoided becaues the men on 
whom responsibilty lies have been con- 
stantly alert, courageous and quick in 
the discharge

TWO SENTENCED FOR 


DEFRAUDING U. S. 


NEW YORK, July 
10.—Frank 
W. 


Tillinghast, president of the Vermont 
Manufacturing Co., and L. W. Barber, 
g-eneral manager of the company, were 
sentenced in the federal court yester< 
day, each to serve one year and one 
day in the federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta, and each to pay* a fine of §500, 
after they had pleaded guilty to an 
indictment charging them with con- 
spiracy to 
defraud 
the government 


out of 10 cents a pound on oleomar- 
garine. 
The 
government 
alleged 
that 


through frauds extending over nearly 
two years and involving the use 
palm oil to color 
oleomargarine 
that It resembled butter, the defend- 
ants evaded payment of taxes aggre- 
gating $500,000. 


Samuel A. Fenner, an 
employe of 


the company, was sentenced to serve 
three months in the Essex county pen- 
itentiary, New Jersey. 


Counsel for the defendants asked for 


only nominal punishment, but United 
States Judge Learned Hand said that 
deliberate and continued frauds 
had 


been perpetrated which merited stern- 
er punishment. The indictments were 
returned in 1915.

idence, K. I,, and the oleomargarine 
was sold all over the United States.

TLE BIT INTERESTING,

A blight by any other name Is Just 


as bad, \vhen it attacks your tomatoes 
or other garden plants. 
All tomato 


diseases 
are 
usually 
spoken 
of as 


blights, whether they are true blights 
or not, says today's bulletin from the 
national war garden commission. 
But 


the name does not matter much as long 
as tho right remedy is applied. 


By far the worst disease is the Jeaf- 


spot, or if you want to be real scien- 
tific, sept or ia leaf spot. 
It appears 


first on the lower leaves as small gray- 
ish circular spots with black or dark 
brown borders. 
As the disease pro- 


gresses tho leaves turn yellow, shtivol, 
and die. 
As the lowest leaves die 


those next above become diseased and 
If the trouble is not checked by spray- 
ing the whole plan I will, in time, be 
killed. 
The ?pores or 
sc-n-ds of leaf 


spot may be carried from 
plant 
to 


plant if they are hoed or cultivated 
while wet with dew or rain. 


The remedy for leaf blight is to spray 


with borax mixture every ten days or 
two weeks beginning1 when the plants 
are small. Spray tho under side of the 
leaves as well as the upper side. If 
possible get some resin fish oil soap 
and dissolve an ounce to use in each 
gallon of Bordeaux mixture to make 
.the spray stick to the foliage.

300,000 
Allied 
Troops, 


Says Horvath 


Declares That Intervention Is 


Unavoidable—Japan Must 


Send Troops 


LONDON, July 10.—"With a million 


men, 
of whom' 300,000 only need be 


allied troops, it would be possible to 
reconstruct the eastern front on a line 
running through the Ural mountains," 
is a statement made by Lieut. Gen. 
Horvath, vice president and general 
manager of the Chinese Eastern rail- 
way, according to a despatch to the 
Mail from Harbin under date of June 
29. Gen. Horvath, who as chief direc- 
tor of the Chinese Eastern railway in 
1904 was responsible for transporting 
Russian armies over the Siberian rail- 
way to the battlefields of the Russo- 
Japanese war, continued: 


"Intervention is unavoidable. 
The 


actions of the German and Austrian 
prisoners are undoubtedly a part of 
the German scheme to possess 
the 


whole of Russia, especially western 
Siberia with its important resources. 
They are acting in collusion with the 
Bolsheviki. one-tenth of 
whom 
are 


fools and the rest knaves. 


"Japan must supply the bulk of the 


allied troops for intervention. 
The 


other allies must supply money, loco- 
motives and material, the latter pre- 
sumably being the part expected of 
the Americans. Harbin and Vladivos- 
tok would be the 
two 
bases, -^ny 
American, or even British divisions, 
supposing such would be sent, would 
come to Vladivostok. The people of 
Russia are longing for order. 
Alhed 


intervention would be welcomed ev- 
erywhere. It is quite possible that, if 
a decision is delayed much longer the 
Russians, tired of Bolshevik excesses, 
may in despair appeal to the Germans 
to save them from anarchy." 


Gen. 
Horvath calculates that a for- 


midable army-.could be placed in tne 
Urals in four months and, as order i& 
restored, Siberian volunteers and other 
Russians would flock to join the colors 
until the requisite million is reached. 
He believes it quite possible for an 
allied army to live upon the country. 
"If a less ambitious allied expedi- 


tion, only as far as Irkutsk, is. pro- 
posed," he said, "it would yield valu- 
Sble results and have 
an 
immense 
moral effect on the Russian people, 
encouraging them to reconstitute 
a 


military force themselves.'

He found, however, that the ac- 
cident occurred Jan. 10, 1316, and no 
claim for compensation was filed until 
Feb. 2 of this year.

KILLED 


Deaths Due to German Air 


Raids and Long Range At- 


tacks on Paris 


55 Killed in One Raid—66 


Crushed to Death During 
Panic Which Followed 


PARIS, July 10—(By Havas Agen- 


cy)—The Temps, in a summary of the 
aerial and long range bombardments 
carried out by the Germans on Paris 
and .suburbs, says that the first suc- 
cessful raid of importance took place 
on the night of Jan. 30-31 last, when 
55 persons we're killed and 203 were 
wounded. Up to June 30, 1918, there 
were 20 raids by Gothas, and the bom- 
bardment by the long range guns com- 
prised 39 days. 


In the period from Jan. 1 to June 30 


the killed numbered 
141 and 
the 


wounded 432, according to the 
official 
statements. 
These totals, however, 


did not include persons who subse- 
quently died from wounds nor the 66 
persons who were crushed to death in 
a panic during a raid on March 11. 


223 VESSELS BUILT 


BY SHIPPING BOARD 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—Comple- 


tion of 23 ships of 122,771 deadweight 
tons in the first week of July made a 
total of 223 new vessels built under 
the direction of the shipping board. 
Their aggregate tonnage is 1.415,022. 


Of the new fleet 318 vessels already 


are in actual service. 


The July production is at the rate of 


more than 3,000,000 tons for the re- 
mainder of the year and i£ this pace is 
maintained by the rapidly expanding 
shipyards, the year's output will be 
close to 5,000,000 deadweight tons. 


The first week's total in July com- 
prised 14 requisitioned steel 
vessels 


and five contract steel vessels, with an 
aggregate tonnage of 108,271, and four 
wooden ships of 14,500 tons. 
A total of 124 'wooden ships have 


been launched to date. Twenty-four 
steel ships have been built on con- 
tract, the remainder being requisi- 
tioned vessels. 


EXPEL ALL JEWS 


FROM FINLAND 


STOCKHOLM. July 10.—The ' Fin- 


nish government has ordered all Jews 
expelled from Finland before Sept. 30 
and has instructed all communities to 
deny food to Jews after that date, ac- 
cording to reports reaching the Jewish 
press bureau here. The Finnish Jews 
lave issued an appeal to the world 
for assistance. 
The Finnish senate, it is said, will 


grant naturalization to only a few 
Jews especially those who fought in 
the ranks of the White Guards.

Acting Governor Coolidge 


and Mayor Peters Issue 
Proclamations 


BOSTON. July 10.—With the same 


spirit of international brotherhood that 
prompted other nations allied with the 
United States in the struggle against 
the central powers to join this coun,- 
try in the celebration of the Fourth of 
July, every city and town In Massa- 
chusetts in response to a proclamation 
by Acting Gov. Calvin Coolidge will 
observe July 14, Bastile day, with the 
French Republic. 


Elaborate exercises are planned in 


Boston, jvith a pageant of Nations on 
the common Saturday night and a 
mass meeting Sunday night in Sym- 
phony hall. 


While the law does not permit the 


raising of 
foreign 
flags 
on public 


buildings, under the circumstances the 
acting governor suggests that the 
French national emblem can be flown 
from private residences 
and 
advises 


that this be done. 
Acting Governor's Proclamation 


Following is the 
proclamation 
of 


Acting Gov. Calvin Coolidge: 
"To the People of Massachusetts: — 


Gov. 
McCall has requested me, because 


of his absence from 
the 
common- 


wealth, to* call to your attention the 
advisability of celebrating July 14. A 
few days ago our allies celebrated, the 
Fourth of July with the same spirit 
that we have celebrated it for many 
years. , 


"The 14th of July occupies a similar 


position in the minds of the people of 
France that our Fourth of July does 
with us. It is called 'Bastile day.' 


'It seems to me peculiarly 
fitting 


that this day should be observed gen- 
erally, not only because France is by 
our side and fighting with us in battle, 
but because for many years we have 
been bound by the 
closest ties of 
friendship and brotherhood. She has 
enriched 
our 
citizenship with 
the 


choicest of her sans and we ha,ve been 
pleased to honor them in many re- 
spects. While they have contributed 
in a large measure to the success of 
our country, they have also brought 
us closer, if that could be, to their 
motherland. 
"In recognition of our feeling-toward 
France I urge upon all our citizens the 
general observance of July 14 as Bas- 
tile day, and request that the French 
flag be flown on that day by our 
people. 
"Under a law of the commonwealth 


it is forbidden" to display upon public 
buildings a flag of a foreign nation 
except on the visit of a representative 
of that nation, and because of this I 
am without the power to authorize the 
flying of the French flag upon public 
buildings. The law, however, does not 
prohibit the flying of flags upon pri- 
vate dwellings and I most earnestly 
request that this be done in order that 
we in Massachusetts may show every 
respect to France. 
"I further urge that we all devote a 
part of this day to such observance 
as will best show our appreciation of 
France for what she has done for us 
in the past as weli*~as for what she is 
doing for us in the present. We owe 
France much and the observance of 
this day will serve to make our rela- 
tions even more cordial." 
Boston Celebration Features 


Boston is to have exercises com- 


memorating Bastile day on Saturday 
and Sunday. 
The historic Boston common frog 


pond is to be the scene of the Satur- 
day celebration, when the pageant of 
the Nations, witnessed by thousands 
there on the night of July 4, will be 
repeated. On the night 
of 
Sunday. 


Bastile day, a mass meeting is to be 
held that is expected to tax the capac- 
ity of Symphony hall. 


Before he left for a week's vacation 


in Maine, Mayor Peters was in com- 
munication with Owen Johnson, who 
is chairman of the national committee 
of the allied tribute to 
France. It 


was formed with a view of stimulating 
the American celebration of France's 
Independence day with the same spirit 
that our own Independence day was 
recently celebrated throughout France 
and Europe. 
The mayor prepared a proclamation 


on Bastiie day which was given out 
yesterday, and also named tentatively 
a large and representative committee 
which is to conduct the Boston cele- 
bration. Alexander 
Whiteside, cor- 


poration counsel, is chairman.

AMSTERDAM. July 10.—A declara- 


tion that the soviet government of 
Russia -would ally itself with Germany 
in case of Anglo-Japanese interven- 
tion in Russia, is contained in a Mos- 
cow wireless message printed in 
the 


Vienna Neue Free Press, according to 
an undated message to the Berlin Lo- 
kal Anzeiger.

and English should 
occupy Russian 
territory, the soviet government would 
immediately join Germany." 


ARE MALTREATED 


Italians From Trentino are 


Drafted Into the Aiutro- 


Hungarian Army 


Women Mobilized by Austria 


and Forced to Work in 
the Trenches 


LONDON. June 2S.—^Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—Italians from 
the Trentino drafted into the Austrian 
army have been maltreated, according 
to the story of an Italian captain made 
public here. The narrator's name has 
not been disclosed, but it is stated 
that he was a native of the Trentino. 
drafted by the Austrians, sent to the 
eastern front, captured and sent bacic 
to Italy, where he is serving in the 
Italian army. He pointed to the of- 
ficial Austrian casualty list in sub. 
stantiation of his statements that the 
wome^i of the Trentino were mobilized 
by Austria and forced to work in 
trenches. '

"A large number of Austrian sub« 


jects of Italian ancestry were 
con- 


demned for political reasons." he said. 
"They were sent (n groups into Galicia. 
En route, they were subjected to va- 
ried and constant brutalities, from their 
escorts and they were insulted by the 
inhabitants. Sometimes they were shut 
in cattle trucks. In this manner, they 
journeyed over the Carpathians and 
Galician lowlands with nothing to eat 
but bread and dirty soup served in 
a mess tin which the guards spat in 
by way of amusement. 


"Hunger, thirst, flogging and bayo- 


net thrusts were only a prelude to the 
real martyrdom to which they were 
predejstjned. 
They were attached to 


Hungarian and German companies ?n 
the ratio of one man for every pla- 
toon and led lives of hideous torture, 
in front line trenches, separated from 
other soldiers, treated as traitors, in- 
sulted and maltreated by 'comrades' 
under direction of officers. They \v-3re 
regularly chosen for the most dan- 
.gerous operations where desertion was 
impossible." 
One-third of the population of 100,- 


000 in the Trentino has been interned, 
the captain said. 


"Two whole families were interned 


because their, children, while playins, 
shoifted at. a gendarme." he continued: 
A Woman who had objected to improp- 
er attentions of an Austrian officer, 
met the same fate."

with the increase which, went into ef- 
fect today, local consumers are get- 
ting their coal for less money than 
people of Lawrence, Haverhill and sur- 
rounding towns. 


Unless a person actually has his coal 


in the cellar at the present time, he 
w.ill be affected by the new schedule 
even though he may have ordered his 
coal months ago, because it was the 
understanding when orders were being 
taken that the consumer should pay 
the price current at the time of deliv- 
ery.

sold to army and navy men; 20 per 
cent, on automobiles, bicycles, musical- 
Instruments, etc., 10 cents a 
gallon 


on gasoline to be paid by the whole- 
saler; 10 per cent- on hotel bills for 
rooms-over 52.50 a day, or American 
plan over 55.00 10 per cent, on all cafe 
or restaurant bills and taxes of un- 
stated sums on men's suits selling for 
more than 530; women's suits over $40 
and coats over $30; men's hats over 54; 
shirts over §2: pajamas over $2; hos- 
iery over 35 cents; gloves over ?2;un- 
derwear over ?3; all 
neckwear 
and 


canes; 
women's dresses 
over 
$25; 


skirts over $15; hats over $10: shoes 
over 56; lingerie over §5; corsets over

pacifist tendencies 
before America's 


entry into the conflict. 
His address 


was a most interesting one and at the 
close he was roundly applauded.

evening and his topic will be: 
"In- 


dia's Effort in the War." 
Mr. Sprague's address in 
substance 


•was as follows: 
"The first clear issue that comes to 
those who are studying this situation 
as deeply as they can amidst its many 
camouflages and complications, is that 
this is a war of self defense. It is a 
war of self defense for America, and 
•was so before we began to defend our- 
selves. 
It was a 
German-American 


who first gave me the information that 
the reason the German army made 
such rapid 
advance 
over 
northern 


.France was because for 20 years the 
Germans had been colonizing that ter- 
ritory, and in the cellars of the farm 
houses of these 
Germans 
was 
the 


equipment for. their guns. All that was 
necessary was to burn the buildings, 
and clap the guns upon the founda- 
tions already made. 
"A good many of 
us 
over 
here 


thought at one time that John Bull 
was a little fussy about scraps of pa- 
per. We did not realize that from tfie 
very beginning- it was a war of self 
defense. 
We could not believe that 


the people of Germany could possibly 
be led by any kind of leader, so as 
to plan the overthrow of civilization. 
Least of all, it 
seemed 
possible to 


those who had enjoyed the advantages 
of German universities. But England, 
with an eye around the world, knew 
that 
it 
was first Belgium that 


should be undone, and 
then 
Prance 


must be overthrown, and then 
Eng- 


land. 
We, for a long time, did not 


believe, though England told us, that 
if England ever fell- it would be our 
country next. Now We .see it. 
It is 


becoming more and, more clear every 


day.

at my penitence? It Is the deeper be- 
cause I did not *ee sooner the clear 
issue of self defense.

One clear issue of this war is to pre- 
vent Germany from annihilating other 
human races. W« are In the war to 
stop slaughter.

- A reduction plant has 
been sent to the islands 
and there 


will henceforth be a large and valua- 
ble output of oil and fertilizer. These 
are both in great demand and will 
never again be utterly wasted as in 
the past. 
'In my recent visit to the 
Pacific 


northwest it was more than once sug- 
gested as a hope that the coast of 
Alaska might be dotted with fishing 
villages, each pursuing a prosperous 
local industry and each contributing 
to 
the 
nation's 
food 
supply and 
wealth. It is our earnest hope that this 
may come to pass and the depart- 
ment of commerce will willingly lend 
Its efforts to "bringing this about. 
"The department realizes, however, 


that no country can safely depend per 
manently upon any one single over- 
shadowing industry or occupation. In 
diversity lies security. Every interest 
in Alaska should have the fostering 
care of the country so that its devel- 
opment may be rounded and not par- 
tial. Before the shores of Alaska, how- 
ever, can be covered as they ought 
to be ivith the vessels bringing to and 
from her ports the comme'rce that is 
their flue, the waters of Alaska must 
be made safe and this means that the 
surveys of many straits and arms must 
be worked out so that the 
navigator 


shall know how to avoid the 
perils 


that now threaten him. 
To this im- 


portant task the services of the coast 
and geodetic survey shall be contin- 
uously devoted. 


PAJRIS, July 10.—Col. Joseph Boyle, 


an American from Nome, Alaska, has 
become the popular hero of Rumania 
and wears the highest Rumanian dec- 
oration within the gift of the king for 
saving a "number of Rumanian deputies 
from certain exile, and probably death, 
at the hands of the Russian Bolshe- 
viki, according to travellers reaching 
France from Jassy, the temporary Ru- 
manian capital. 
Sentenced to Exil£ 


Soon after the Russian Bolsheviki 


broke relations with Sumania last Jan- 
uary as the result of alleged anti-Bol- 
shevik activities on the part of the 
Rumanian deputies several of these 
officials were arrested at Odessa, fol- 
lowing the invasion of Bessarabia by 
Rumanian troops. They were sentenced 
to exile to Sebastopol and were placed 
on board of a ship to 'be deported. None 
of them knew what their fate might bo 
and everyone 
was 
convinced they 


would never see their native country 
again. 


Col. 
Boyle pleaded in their behalf 


with the Bolshevik leaders and insist- 
ed upon their innocence. The Bolshe- 
vik authorities were deaf to his ap- 
peals and would not revoke the sen- 
tence of exile. 
Col. Boyle then de- 


clared that if the Rumanian deputies 
were deported he would share their 
fate. 
A special steamer conveyed the 


deputies and Col. Boyle to Sebastopol, 
where, after a stay of several days, 
during which the party suffered many 
hardships. Col. Boyle finally convinced 
the Russians that the Rumanians were 
innocent and all were released.

also abolishes the premium 
system, 


which was opposed by the union oper- 
atives. 


There will be no strikes or lockouts

cording to the agreement. The manu- 
facturers and a committee of strikers 
were in conference with Mr. Endicott 
five hours. 


The weavers struck for an increase 


of 55 per cent in pay and the abolish- 
ment of the premium system. Their 
leaders asserted that with the premi- 


um system abolished, an increase of 
65 per- cent In pay would bring their 
wage* on an equality with those paid 
In other mills in the city. 
Because of the strike, the manufac- 


ture of 1,500,000 yards of army cloth 
has been delayed. The weavers are 
employed in the Wood, Washington 
and Ayer mills. .

Goode, liason officer of the food min- 
istry with the American food admin- 
istration, gave strikins figures show- 
ing the extent of American self-sacri- 
fice !n an address today before the 
consumers' council. 
From July 1917 to April 191S, the 
United States exported to the 
allies 


80000,000 bushels of wheat products, 
he said. 
It was calculated by Her- 


bert Hover, American food adminis- 
trator, that 50,000,000 bushels repre- 
sented the voluntary sacrifice of the 


\merican exports of pork products 


to the allies in March, 
191S, were 


SOS,000,000 pounds. 
This was accom- 


plished by porkless days and cease- 
less hog production 
in the 
United 


States. 
In January, the 
allies asked Mr. 
Hoover for 70,000,000 pounds of frozen 
beef monthly for three months. 
Jn 


March 86,000,000 pounds of frozen beef 
were shipped. 
This was due almost 


wholly to meatless days in the Unit- 
ed States.

Hintze, Plotter Against U. S. 


at Manila and in Mexico, 
as Successor 


COPENHAGEN, July 10.—Emperor 


William has consented to the resigna- 
tion of 
Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann, 


the German foreign secretary, 
the 


Wolff News Bureau of Berlin says It 
is reliably reported. 


PARIS. July 10.—The German em- 


peror has accepted the resignation of 
Foreign Secretary von Kuehlmann. ac- 
cording to a Basel dispatch to the 
Havas Agency. 


It Is expected' that Admiral von 


Hintze, the German minister at Nor- 
way and formerly minister to Mexico, 
will succeed him. 


Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann became 


foreign minister on Aug. 6, 1917. suc- 
ceeding Dr. Alfred F. M. Zimmerman, 
whose retirement closely followed the 
exposure of his plot -to- involve the 
United States in war with Mexico and 
Japan in the event that this country 
showed any inclination to join the 
entente allies. - 


Dr. von Kuehlmann's conduct of the 
foreign office appeared to 
be 
more 


than usually successful until June 25 
last, when he appeared 
before 
the 
reichstag to discuss the political as- 
pects of the situation facing Germany. 
During his address he said: 


"In view of the magnitude of this 


war and the number of powers, in- 
cluding those from overseas, that are 
engaged, its end can hardly be expect- 
ed through purely military decisions 
alone and without" recourse to diplo- 
matic negotiations." 
This statement, which flatly contra- 


dicted speeches by the German emper- 
or, who but a short time before had 
referred to peace being won by "the 
strong German sword," was received 
with consternation in the . reichstag 
and with sharp criticism by the coun- 
try.It was later reported that Dr. von 
.Kuehlmann's words had been approv- 
ed by Gen. Ludendorft, the 
German 


commander on the western front. This 
Drought to notice rumors of friction 
between Ludendorff and the German 
crown prince and 
his 
coterie, who 


eomprlM th* radical Pan-Owrman •!•• 
mem* In official circlet. 
Soon after th* addre** In th* reich- 
itag it became common 
knowledge 
that Dr. von Kuehlmann's retirement 
from -office -would be 
forthcoming. 


Some report* were to the effect that 
hi* address wa* Intended to inform 
the 
German 
people 
that 
their 


armies could not win the war and was 
delivered with the cognizance of the 
emperor, who. when he saw what a 
storm had been stirred up, resolved to 
make-von Kuehlmann the scapegoat. 


Admiral Paul von Hintze flrst came 
into international prominence In 1898 
when he took part in the German at- 
tempt to interfere with Admiral Dew- 
ey'a blockade and attack on Manila, in 
the war with Spain. 
In 1810 as a captain he was -made 
military attache to the German em- 
bassy at St. Petersburg. In January, 
1911, he was appointed 
minister to 


Mexico. 
When the correspondence of Capt. 
Franz von Papen, former German mil- 
itary attache at Washington, was 
seized early in 1916, it was revealed 
that Admiral von Hintze, who contin- 
ued as minister to Mexico up to 1914, 
favored international intervention in 
that country, add that Capt. Karl Boy- 
Ed, former German naval attache at 
Washington, wrote to von Papen op- 
posing von Hintze's view and strongly 
defending Huerta. 
Admiral von Hintze is said to have 


been a close personal friend 
of the 
kaiser and ex-Czar 
Nicholas for a 


number of years. •

BUILD FISHWAYS 


Allan A. David, deputy 
fish 
and 


game commissioner of Massachusetts, 
Engineer Arthur" T. Salford and Wil- 
liam E. Badger of the Lochs and Can- 
als, and Samuel McCord of the Lowell 
waterways commission, visited Paw- 
tucket dam yesterday for the purpose 
of drawing plans for a fishway as re- 
quired by a recent law, and for which 
the state has provided. 


Mr. David has devised a certain type 


of fishway which has been used suc- 
cessfully along the Taunton river and 
he states that the same system may 
be employed on the Merrimack river. 


The flshways, which are to be con- 


structed at Lawrence and Lowell will 
together cost $15,000. In Lowell it will 
be necessary to construct the flshway 
of concrete, owing to the high pres- 
sure of the water. 
The David type of fishway has been 
a decided success everywhere it has 
been installed; the fish have been nu- 
merous, and it has proved its worth in 
every case. Mr. David stated that the 
Massachusetts fish and game commis- 
sion will do all in its power to assist 
in constructing the fishways. If pres- 
ent plans work out, work will begin 
on the local structure during the early 
part of August.

men going to a nearby powder plant. 
The other train was an express from 
Memphis and the west, and, after the 
two engines had rea'red and fallen 
beside the track, the heavy coaches 
of the express plowed through the 
baggage car on the accommodation 
train and demolished two other coach- 
es.Many of the dead were killed al- 
most instantly, but others were pinned 
beneath the wreckage, and could not 
be removed before they succumbed. 
Doctors and nurses were rushed to 
the scene from Nashville and assist- 
ed in rescuing injured as well as car- 
ing for them; 


The work of clearing 
away 
the 


wreckage is proceeding slowly, and it 
is believed that some dead bodies are 
still buried in the debris. 


The injured, some of whom are 


thought to be 
fatally 
hurt,- were 


brought 
to 
Nashville 
in 
am- 


bulances and automobiles, and 
are 


being 'cared for 
at 
hospitals here. 


The dead were brought to morgues in 
this city, and 
relatives 
sought 
to 


identify "the bodies when it was pos 
sible. 


As the crews of both locomotives 


were .killed the causes of tlie accident 
may never be established. 
The ex- 


press train was running late and one 
theory advanced was that the en- 
gineer of the accommodation train may 
have disregarded signals and tried to 
make a switch just beyond where the 
wreck occurred before the Memphis 
train arrived. 
There also was the 


possibility that he may ^have 
been 


given wrong instructions. 


Officials to Investigate Wreck 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—The rail- 


road administration announced last 
night that George R. Loyall, assistant 
to the regional director for the south, 
has been ordered to Nashville to in- 
vestigate the wreck near there yes- 
terday on the Nashville, Chattanooga 
& St. Louis railroad. 


Mr. Loyall is especially charged, the 


administration said, with fixing indi- 
vidual responsibility for the wreck, if 
that be possible. 


GERMANS REFUSE 


TO OBEY ORDERS 


LONDON, July IG.—Indications of a 


breakdown in discipline in the second 
German army are found in two orders 
issued by General Von der Marwitz. 
which have fallen into British hands, 
says the correspondent of the Times 
at British headquarters in 
France. 


In the orders the general makes this 
complaint: 


"Discipline, which is the keystone of 
our army, is seriously shaken. Cases 
of soldiers refusing to obey orders are 
increasing to an alarming extent."

THE ARMY OF THE REAR 


From all sources come glowing ac- 


counts o£ the valor, the dash and en- 
thusiasm of our boys on the western 
battlcfront. Thus far they have miide 
a. splendid impression with the allied 
armies and they have even impressed 
the 
Germans 
by their 
redoubtable 


courage and fighting qualities to the 
extent that, so far as we can judge, 
only the picked shock troops o£ Ger- 
many will dare confront tile Ameri- 
cans, and wherever these have offeree! 
combat they have been smashed, rout- 
ed and taken prisoners or slaughtered. 
Is not this a source of pride to all 
patriotic Americans ? 


When our sons and brothers are face 


to face with the ruthless Huns, and 
able to defeat them in every battle, is 
it not an inspiration to those who re- 
main at home—the Army o£ the Rear, 
so to speak—to make greater sacrifices 
in order to assist our fighting forces 
at the front to do their most effective 
•work? 


We have accomplished a great deal 


in a little over a single year; we have 
helped to defeat the submarine men- 
ace and we have placed a million 
fighting men in France; 
but where 


England has 7,000,000 under arms, our 
army over there must seem rather 
Email; but that is only the first in- 
stalment of an army o£ 
3,000,000 
or 


6,000,000, if necessary. 


The government here strained every 


effort thus far in expediting the work 
of training soldiers and sending them 
across; hut do not imagine that this 
work is to be discontinued. 


Camp Devens on Sunday was prac- 


tically empty with the exception of 
some scattered companies. 
In the 


past week or two the trained troops 
had been taken off for somewhere—we 
know, not where—but it is a good 
guess they are not going to the north 
pole nor to Africa; and it is an equally 
good guess that their final destination 
Is France. What is true of this camp 
is probably true of all the others- 
depleted of trained men. 


We shall soon have 1,500,000 men 


•under arms at the front, and before 
the end of the present year the num- 
ber is likely to be 2,000,000. 


Let it be understood by the people 


at home—the civilian Army 
ol 
the 


Hear—that it is a very difficult task to 
provide ample ammunition and com- 
plete equipment.. Let it be understood 
that even at the'present time our 
troops on the western front are short 
of machine gun ammunition. That 
being so, what will be the situation 
three or six months hence if they have 
to be in active service on the firing 
line all the time? 


When our men are short of ammuni- 


tion they cannot risk any serious en- 
gagement with the enemy. Although 
they may have the courage, the skill 
and the opportunity to rout the enemy, 
without an adequate supply of ammu- 
nition they are helpless. 


Here then is the situation: 
The 


men at the front are making noble 
sacrifices and reflecting glory on their 
country, but there are so many slack- 
ers in the Army of the Rear that the 
equipment 
necessary 
is not 
forth- 


coming. Yet we have barely begun 
to feel the effects and inconveniences 
of war. Are we thus doing justice to 
our young men in the battle line? Are 
we not imperilling their lives and even 
the cause for which we entered the 
war? 


There has hardly been a week since 


we entered the war in which there has 
not been one, or we might say many, 
strikes to hold up the production of 
ammunition and other necessary ma- 
terial in various parts of this country. 


The government has outlined a pol- 


icy of "Work or Fight," under which 
this state of affairs will be to a great 
extent remedied; 
but even without 


government intervention, patriotic cit- 
izens will avoid the danger of p<eoip- 
itating strikes in any of the war work 
industries. Let it be remembered that 
vre are at war, that we are engaged 


. in the most desperate war of oil his- 


tory and that only heroic effort not 
only by the army at the front but also 
by the Army of the Rear, can bring 
linal success. 


Nor should we forget that not only 


is the support of our own army de- 
pendent upon our civilian 
army 
of 


workers, but to a great extent that of 
our allies—France, England and Italy 
—now doing such splendid work in 
beating back the Huns. We must 
share our food supply with these na- 
tions or else they will not be able to 
maintain a victorious battle with the 
infuriate Teutons. 


The ordinary causes nf labor trou- 


bles and lockouts in time of peace, 
should not now be sufficient to dis- 
rupt the harmonious relations or in- 
terrupt the friendly co-operation that 
should 
exist 
between employer and 


employed in all war work activities. 
But if differences do arise, let them lie 
submitted to arbitration without creat- 
ing any of the turmoil or ill feeling 
that have been the usual concomitants 
of most strikes in times of pence. In 
this war the Army of the Rear, made 
up o£ those who remain at home has 
a duty to perform which although free 
from danger (ind the sufferings of our 
boys at tho front is fiimiiimental and 
may be termed absolutely essential to 
to our Huccess In the, war. Tho army 
at the front will be of no uno unlf:;r! It 
Is mippllcifW'Un foii'l, 
with rlir.hliiK, 


with ammunition of fill kinds ami w l i h 
abundant 
wjulnmunt 
of cvury kind 


Therefore, it Is plain that indirectly 


tile Army of the Rear may win the vic- 
tory by. service and sacrifice and may 
lose it by interrupting war work and 
delaying the necessary operations of 
war. 


WAR OUTLOOK IMPROVES 


It is gratifying to find that the war 


situation as regards the allied inter- 
ests is much, improved so far as can 
be judged at this distance. The series 
of counter blows administered within 
the past three weeks must have had a 
depressing effect on the Teutons. 
On 


the western 
front 
many 
strategic 


points have been retaken with the re- 
sult that the whole 
line 
has 
been 


greatly strengthened. 
These counter 


blows have apparently so disconcerted 
the Germans that the drive which was 
expected, may not be forthcoming. 
Indeed it is quite probable that Ger- 
many 
will 
never be able to make 


another successful drive against the 
Allies. 
' • 
. 


The Americans have had a 
good 


share of the minor victories and it was 
expected that the threatened 
drive 


would have been directed against their 
line. 
Now. however, it appears that 


General Foch is going 
to launch a 


drive against the Teutons on a large 
scale while they are waiting to get 
ready or else trying to decide where 
they can strike with the greatest hope 
of success. 


It is now expected that the counter 


drive by the.Allies will break up the 
German arrangements and prevent 
any effective drive. 
That will be a 


masterly stroke. 


On the Italian front, the Austrians 


have been steadily retreating with 
slight chance 
of recovery. 
If 
an 


American army enters Italy, it can 
easily get into Austria and if large 
enough proceed to Vienna. 
Such a 


step may be the first towards a term- 
ination of the struggle. 


Austria can have reasonable terms 


any time she sees fit to quit the war 
and end her subserviency to Germany. 


It appears that Germany is trying to 


consolidate her gains in the east, lest 
she should lose her foothold. This 
may explain why the proposed drive 
has been delayed. She is bringing the 
Finns to the western front, but it is 
not expected they can do much to 
change the situation. 


The next few months bid fair to 


convince Germany that her defeat is 
nevitable and that the longer it is 
delayed, the worse will be the final 
reckoning for the Central Powers. 


COAL RATION 


The fuel ration to be put into effect 


next winter was rather unexpected. It 
will prevent hoarding by some to the 
njury of all. 


It should be understood, 
however, 


.hat it will require just as much coal 
.0 keep us warm next winter as last— 
f the weather be as cold. 


With the increased 
transportation 


facilities, the absence of strikes and 
the lessons of last fall before us, it is 
to be hoped the output will be much 


reater and the deliveries proportion- 


ately increased. 


Commissioner Garfield has an op- 


portunity to make amends for the 
shut-down of last year by getting the 
domestic supply distributed before the 
cold weather. 


THE TELEGRAPHERS' STRIKE 
The threatened strike of Commercial 


Telegraphers 
has 
been 
postponed, 


pending action 
by congress 
under 


which the telegraph lines may be put 
under government control. It 
would 


seem that the Western Union com- 
pany wants 
some 
such 
eventuality 


judging from the way in which it tried 
to limit the personal freedom of 
its 


employes. There is no other 
public 


utility in which government control 
and operation seem to be so necessary, 
especially in time of 
war. If 
the 


telegraph lines be taken 
over 
now 


they are likely to remain under gov- 
ernment control and be conducted in 
connection with the 
postoffice 
as is 


the case in England. 


JOHN PURROY MITCHEL 


Even his bitterest political enemy 


will regret the death of John Purroy 
Mitchel, former mayor of New York 
city, while training in the aviation de- 
partment.

In our gratification over 
the tre- 


mendous success which has attended 
:he operation of the transport service 
in landing more than a million men in 
France with trie loss from misadven- 
ture at sea of fewer than 300, the fact 
should not be overlooked that the rec- 
ord thus established would be aston- 
ishing even were the perils of war 
eliminated from consideration. 


Under the circumstances now exist- 


ing we naturally think of the danger 


of the U-bo»t. The common hagardl ._ 
the aea are lost to. sight because of the 
abnormal menace that must be met and 
mastered. Yet the task of transport- 
ing a million men through tempests 
and storms over the Atlantic is one 
that with every political and war time 
factor eliminated would, In th« nat- 
ural course of events, involve the loss 
of not a few lives. 
, 
* 
The steamship service between thie 


country and Europe In peace time has 
been compared to a glorified ferry, but 
all man's ingenuity and skill had not 
taken from it every element of risk. 
Accidents to machinery, engine failure, 
collisions and the difficulties of navigu- 
tion were if not common certainly not 
uncommon before the war. The list of 
modern vessels lost at sea, even since 
the wireless made succor to those in 
rlistvess much easier than it was, is 
long; the number of lives sacrificed 
runs high. 


When these facts are considered, the 


credit that is due to the navy is great- 
ly increased, and the debt- the country 
owes to the commanders of the trans- 
ports is made manifest. 
Nothing ex- 


cept the highest professional and tech- 
nical skill, unremitting attention to the 
minute details of fleet control and ship 
management, could have protected the 
vessels in which our men have crossed 
from the normal hazards of the deep 
and the attacks of. enemy submarines. 
To the heavy responsibility that rests 
on the captain of a.liner sailing alone 
has been added, for the transport com- 
manders, the necessity for 
observing 


strictly the rigid orders of the com- 
mander-in-chief. The skippers 
have 


been obliged to obey new and irksome 
regulations, to maintain speeds fixed 
for them, by others, and to adjust them- 
selves to The requirements of a great 
machine. Th>y have dona these things, 
and other things, with marvelous suc- 
cess, and the accomplishment of their 
duty must not pass unnoted. 


The naval protection of the transport 


service can never be overpraised. The 
various units that have-co-operated in 
this tremendous work have revealed an 
adaptability and a capacity for co- 
operation that was scarcely suspected 
even in sailor men, the most adaptable 
and resourceful of human beings. 
The 


chances of misunderstandingg have 
been many, the possibility of misinter- 
preting orders ever present. Disaster 
has been avoided becaues the men on 
whom responsibilty lies have been con- 
stantly alert, courageous and quick in 
the discharge of thair tasks.—New 
York Sun.

BOSTON. July 10.—Fares on the Boi- 


ton Elevated are going: up. Whether 
it will be to six or seven cents has not 
yet been decided. That it will be on*, 
or the other is practically certain, al- 
though there is apparently a bare pos- 
sibility of the establishment of ~a zond ' 
system and discontinuance of trans- 
fers.

TLE BIT INTERESTING, 


BUT— 


A blight by any other name is just 


as bad, when it attacks your tomatoes 
or other garden plants.

The remedy for lent bliKiit is to spray 


with borax mixture every ten days or 
two weeks beginning when the plants 
are small.

If 
possible get some resin lish oil soap 
and dissolve an ounce to use In each 
gallon of Bordeaux mixture to make 
the spray stick to the folhjse. 


Tho late blight is very destructive 


also and conies Inter in the season. 
It not only attacks the leaves but also 


causes the fruit to rot. On the leaves 


j it shows as water soaked spots and 
in moist weather Quickly kills the dis- 
eased foliage. 
The fruit begins rot- 


j t i n g at the stem end. This disease is 


I the 
same that causes late blight of 


i potatoes. 
The spraying for leaf blight 


I will take care of this disease also.

it will 


I spread the disease to the healthy one. 


I Insects, especially plant lice, carry the 
[disease from plant to plant. 
There is 


no remedy except to pull up and burn 
all diseased plants. 


A ir.ost peculiar, affoction of tomato 


fruits is called blossom-red rot 
be- 


cause it appears at the blossom end. 
It is not a real disease, but seems to 
be the result of either too wet or too 
dry soil. 
Have the 'soil well drained, 


cultivate well, and in case of a long 
dry ppell writer the plants. If possible 
work some manure or decaying vege- 
table matter into tho soil. 
If plants 


wilt rather suddenly and die pull them 
up ,-ir.d burn them for there Is no rem- 
edy.

Italians From Trentino are 


Drafted Into the Austro- 


Hungarian Army 
, 


Women Mobilized by Austria: 


and Forced to Work in 
the Trenches 


LONDON, June 28.-—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—Italians from 
the Trentino drafted into the Austrian 
army have been maltreated, acco'rdinz 
to the story of an Italian captain mads 
public here. 
The narrator's name has 


not been disclosed, but it is stated 
that he was a native of the Trentino. 
drafted by the Austrians, sent to th« 
eastern front, captured and sent back 
to Italy, where he Is serving In th« 
Italian army. 
He pointed to the of- 


ficial Austrian casualty list in sub- 
stantiation of his statements that th« 
women of the Trentino were mobilized 
by Austria and forced to work 
In 


trenches. 


I(A large number of Austrian sub- 


jects of Italian ancestry were con- 
demned for political reasons," he said. 
"They were sent in groups into Galicia. 
En route, they were subjected to va- 
ried and constant •brutalities, from,their 
escorts and they were Insulted by the 
inhabitants. Sometimes they were shut 
in cattle trucks. In this manner, they 
journeyed over the Carpathians 
and 


Galician lowlands with nothing to eat 
but bread and dirty soup served in 
a mess tin which the guards spat in 
by way of amusement. 


"Hunger, thirst, flogging and bayo- 


net thrusts were only a prelude to the 
real martyrdom to w.hich they were 
predestined. 
They were .^attached to 


Hungarian and German companies 
the ratio of one man for every pla- 
toon and led lives of hideous torture 
in front line trenches, separated from 
other soldiers, treated as traitors, in- 
sulted and maltreated by 'comrades' 
under direction of officers. 
They were 


regularly chosen for the most dan- 
gerous operations where desertion was 
impossible." 


One-third of the population of 100.- 


000 in the Trentino has been interned, 
the captain said. 


"Two whole families were interned 


because their children, while playing; 
shouted at a gendarme," he continued. 
A woman who had objected to improp- 
er attentions of an Austrian officer, 
met -the same fate.v
